Straits Concession

to maintain free access to th* Black 
Sea and to invite each of the great 
lowers to station one warship In the 
Dardanelles. 

The I'nited States la not Included 
in the Straita agreement, but It I* 
presumed American warships will be 
free to traverse the Straits up to tho 
limit the United States Itself set*.
